Village cable turned on 

The residents of the village of An- 
tioch will be able to watch up to 36 
cable ty channels as of this week, 
starting Monday Dec. 14. 

A representative^ol u.a. uabje 
reported that as soon as two days af- 
ter the purchase of the program, the 
purchaser will be able to watch their 
-firstcabletvshow. 

U.S. Cable Sales Manager Bob, 
Bowsher, has cleared the cable com- 
pany's marketing procedure with 
the Antioch Police Dept. 

He said, that his salesman will 
begin selling a basic 31-channel 
package in the village as of Dec. 14, 
but warned residents that all 
legitimate cable salesmen will be in- 
dentified by a U.S. Cable photo 
-badge-which-will-be-displayed-on- 
their outer clothing. 

Cable salesmen will be selling the 
program ■ in Antioch, working the ; 
village in sections,. for the next 30 to 
60 days'. Subscriptions sold at this 
time will entitle the subscriber to = 
free hook-up. After 60 days, the 
. hook-up charge will be$32. 

The i.ntial $20 deposit on the cable 
box, will be returned when and if the ' 
box is returned to the company. The 
cost of the basic 31-channel package 
is $8 per month and five separate 
movie channels will be offered at
